Settlement Signed 


The long-pending dispute be- 
tween management and labor of

The U.S. at first contended 
that at least $1,150,000 was re- 
quired for the production of a 
Starfighter. But the inform 
ants said that Akagi succeeded 
in having the sum pared down 
to $1,120,000 in talks with Ken- 
neth Hull, president of Lock- 
heed Aircraft International. 

Notes concerning the agree- 
ment reached between the Japa- 
nese and U.S. delegatians on the 
jet production program are ex- 
pected to be exchanged late this 
week. 

Sato told a press conference 
it was inevitable for Japan to 
increase its defense expendi- 
tures now that this country is 
going to build up a voluntary 
defense system. 

He said he did not think that 
Japan's burden of military cost 
is still lighter than those of 
other countries. 

“The people should realize 
that the defense expenditures 
will be further increased in the 
future,” he said. 


Mitsubishi Hits 
Jet Price Ceiling 


Mitsubishi Heavy Industries, 
Reorganized, Ltd., principal 
contractor for production in 
Japan of the Lockheed F104J, 
is dissatisfied with its unit pro- 
duction price, which has been 
fixed at $1,120,000, or $30,000 
lower than the original esti- 
mate, according to informed 
sources. 

Executives of the firm feared 
that the Government would ask 
the company to adjust the $30,- 
000 price discrepancy instead of 
negotiating directly with the 
Lockheed Co, for a reduction in 
technical guidance charges and 
license fees. 

A spokesman of the firm said 
the company cannot compro- 
mise with the quality of the 
parts to be made or processes 
of production in order to turn 
out the jet fighters within the 
price ceiling of $1,120,000. 

The spoké@sman also suggest- 
ed that the Government shou!d 
also negotiate with che Lock- 
heed firm for a reduction of 
blueprint and design fees. 

If these suggestions are turn- 
ed down, the company will be 
compelled to work out some 
economizing measures, such as 
mutual use of production facil- 
ities with its subcontractor, the 
Kawasaki Aircraft Co. the 
spokesman said.

Suzuki Admits Party 
Shaken by Secession 


Chairman Mosaburo Suzuki of the Socialist Party predicted 
yesterday the new Japan-U,8, Security Treaty would make Japan 
even more militarily subordinate to the United States and called 
for close party unity in thé “grave situation.” 

Suzuki addressed the party's first Central Committee meeting 


of the year and asserted the 
Tory Government could also be 
expected to tighten its domina- 
tion as a result of the treaty re- 
vision. 


“We must unite as never be 
fore to cope with the situation.” 

He said public demonstrations 
outside the Diet should be re- 
gulated and strengthened in 
order to challenge the “ruling 
classes.” 

The two-day. Central Commit- 
tee meeting at the National 
Railways Labor Hall near To- 
kyo Central. Station was attend- 
ed by 150 Central Committee 
members from th t the 
country and about 100 Socialist 
Dietmen. 

The meeting has a twofold 
purpose: reconstruction of .the 
party structure shaken by the 
resignation of members who 
formed the Democratic Socialist 
Party Sunday, and bolstering 
the campaign against the new 
Japan-U.S. Security Treaty 
which is to be presented for 
ratification at the forthcoming 
Diet session. 

There were indications the 
meeting may be rocked by con- 
troversy involving the party’s 
leaders, including Suzuki and 
Secretary General Inejiro Asa- 
numa. 

Suzuki's speech was followed 
by a report by Asanu and 
a question-and-answer session 
that centered on whether Suzuki 
and Asanuma intend to quit 
their posts. 

Suzuki said the time was 
premature for him to make any 
commitment. But he said he 
was ready to follow the decision 
of the party.

The Government yesterday 
predicted Japan's economy 
would continue to rise steadily 
through fiscal 1960, although at 
a slower pace than in the cur- 
rent fiscal] year. 


The prediction was made in a 
Government paper, “Economic 
Prospects for Fiscal 1960 and 
Basic Policy for Operating the 
Economy,” which was approved 
by the Cabinet yesterday for 
presentation to the Diet. This 


paper was compiled by the 
Economic Planning Agency. 

It was estimated in the pa- 
per that the gross national pro- 
duct would register a real rise 
of 6.6 per cent during fiscal 1960 
beginning April 1, as com 
with an estimated 13 per cent 
for the current fiscal year. 


The paper, which will serve 
as key data for Diet delibera- 
tions on the fiscal 1960 budget, 
said fiscal 1960's balance of in- 
ternational cage would 
continue in t black and reg- 
ister a real excess of some $150 
million as com to an es- 
timated $250 million excess for 
fiscal 1950.

Meanwhile, there were uncon- 
firmed rumors in Paris that 
both Delouvrier and Challe had 
advised Premier Michel Debre, 
who made a fiying trip to Al- 
giers Monday night that they 
would resign if ordered to use 
force against the insurgents.

Lumumba displayed his ban- 
daged hands and told newsmen 
here he had bruises all over his 
body. 

“When I left Stanleyville (for 
transfer to Jadotville) I was 
thrown into the plane like a 
piece of wood, bare-footed, hand- 
cuffed and without a_ shirt,” 
Lumumba declared.

PARIS (AP) — Premier 
Michel Debre Tuesday re- 
turned from a flying trip 
to Algeria and declared 
that nothing which has 
happened there would de- 
ter pursuit of the Govern- 
ment’s policy: self-deter- 
mination for Algeria’s nine 


million Moslems. 


In an official statement Debre 
said that “there is no other is- 
sue in the crisis which is split- 
ting Algeria.” 

And, he said, there is no other 
avenue open for any inhabitant 
of Algeria “whoever he may 
be.” 

Debre’s statement was a solid 
and forthright declaration to 
Frenchmen everywhere: Presi- 
dent Charles de Gaulle’s policy 
for the rebellion-torn and rio- 
tous country would not be 
altered. 


It came some hours after the 
Premier had landed at Orly 
Field after a whirlwind trip to 
embattled Algiers where he 
talked with military leaders and 
parliamentary deputies there.” 

Launched in great secrecy, 
his mission to carry the word 
of the President’s policy to 
European settlers was complet- 
ed in a matter of hours, 

After sessions with President 
De Gaulle, the Premier issued 
his statement. 

He asserted that the 
of the army in Algeria was to 
establish in the bloody 
five-year-old war with the na- 
tionalist rebels. 

Debre said he had given an 
account of his meetings in Al- 
giers to President De Gaulle and 
decried the uprising in the cap- 
ital city. 

“The riot has already brought 
much evil to Frarice,” he said. 

And he confirmed that he had 
carried instructions to civil and 
military authorities to continue 
their mission to restore order. 

Debre, who in the past has 
sometimes seemed out of sym- 
pathy with at least some of De 
Gaulle’s Algerian policies, had 
never before made such a solid 
statement of complete support 
for the stern old chief of state. 

As he spoke, rumors continu- 
ed to spread around Paris that 
both Paul Delouvrier, delegate 
general to Algeria, and Gen. 
Maurice Challe, supreme mill- 
tary commander, had threaten- 
ed to resign if ordered to use 
force against barricaded die- 
hards in the troubled city. 

There was no confirmation of 
these reports. 

Debre’s statement gave no in- 
dication of any rift developing 
in the higher echelons of com- 
mand, either civil or military. 

And President De Gaulle calm- 
ly went ahead with preparations 
to make an official visit to Al- 
giers and Algeria Feb. 4. Be- 
fore that, however, he is to 
make a Jan. 29 radio address 
to the nation. 

Debre paid tribute to the 
thousands of Algerians fighting 
for France in the war against 
the nationalist rebels, and the 
other Moslems who have open- 
ly favored strong ties with 
France. 

“Justice will be rendered and 
recompense will be given to 
this moving fidelity.” 

However, he added: “But 
who can see the end of this con- 
flict if it should prolong itself

Police Nab 
271 Africans 
In Durban 


DURBAN (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
Armed police, in a convoy of |® 
riot vans led by an armored car, 
swooped on Cato Manor African 
township here before dawn 
Tuesday and took away 271 
African men and women. Some 
carrying children, for question- 
ing and screening. 

The raid, which emptied 50 
shacks in the township, follow- 
ed Sunday’s clash in which a 
raging crowd of hundreds of 
Africans stoned and hacked to 
death nine policemen, including 
four whites. 

The township was _ silent 
Tuesday morning, when a sud- 
den din of barking dogs herald- 
ed the arrival of the armored 
car, followed by 17 riot vans, 
trucks and jeeps crammed with 
white and non-white police 
under “riot specialist” [iaj. 
Jerry Van Der Merwe. 

The armored car’s spotlight 
picked out the 50 shacks, and 
while African constables lined 
the road the white police, carry- 
ing rifles and Sten-guns, moved 
among the shanties awaking 
their occupants. 


By 5 am., two hours after 
the raid started, eight trucks 
filled with men, women and 
children were on their way to 
the Cato Manor police station, 
while other Africans watched 
silently from the doorways of 
their shacks on the surround- 
ing hills. 

Maj. Van Der Merwe sald the 
raid was to search for blood- 
stained clothing or weapons, 
particularly five service revolv- 
ers belonging to the dead white 
policemen and another who was 
injured on Sunday. 


The raiding party found some 
bush knives and a piece of 
sharpened steel bearing what 
appeared to be bloodstains, 


The nine policemen lost their 
lives when they were hacked 
and stoned *o pieces by the 
African mob after going to the 
township to raid illicit liquor 
stills,

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Tokyo’s Parking Meters — 
End a Successful Year 


One year ago yesterday, To- 
kyo’s first parking meters made 
their appearance in the Maru- 
nouchi and Hibiya areas. 


Complaints from irate motor- 
ists promptly poured in to the 
office of Tatsuro Kubo, chief of 
the Metropolitan Parking Con- 
trol Office. 


But ¥10 coins poured in, also. 
Kubo says the city’s 3,125 
meters grossed ¥142,075,150 in 
their first year of operation. 
After deducting ¥80 million for 
installation costs and about ¥50 
million for maintenance, this 
leaves a sizable bit of change 
for the city coffers. 


Kubo insists, however, that 
revenue wag not the primary 
reason for installing the meters, 
although the city can always 
use the income. 


“Our intent was to enforce 
more orderly parking, reduce 
parking time and do away with 
some of the congestion that 
plagues traffic in the city’s busi- 
ness areas,” he explained. 


While the traffic jams are still 
a very real problem, Kubo 
maintains they would have. be- 
come even more of a problem 
if it weren't for the meters. 


Kubo said that, although mo- 
torists at first complained of 
having to pay a privilege that 
formerly was free, they soon 
learned to reduce their parking 
time to save their coins. A 
survey by his department be-

He said the meters have been 
successful in getting “lazy 
drivers,” who formerly parked | 
almost anywhere without regard | 
for traffic, to put their cars in | 
parking lots. The meter oper- | 
ations also encouraged the | 
building of more toll parking | 
lots, Kubo said, pointing out 
that so long as motorists could 
park free, they would not use 
these lots.

If you were in ‘Tokyo in °45 and 46, you should be 
very proud of the progress that has been made in rehabil- 
itation. Let.me tell you a bit about it. The B29 bombers 
had laid this city low. Trolley lines were down and fire 
gutted streetcars punctuated the streets. The debris from 
destroyed buildings likewise extended far into the streets. 
There were no automobiles, only the jeeps and trucks of 
GHQ and MPs swarmed the city. 


As cold weather moved in, fires were built on the con- 
crete floors of Ueno Station and shabbily dressed people 
huddled around to keep warm. Each morning bodies of 
those who had died of hunger and cold dur- 
ing the previous night were removed from 
the streets. Stores had nothing to sell and 
all that was dear to the people was “off 
limits” to them and the aftermath of the 
terrible war penetrated the very soul of 
the people, yet they suffered in silence. 

The Imperial Hotel was the No. 1 billet 
for GHQ. The Tokyo Kaikan became the 
civilian club. The Dai-Ichi Hotel, never to 
be forgotten, was the liveliest spot in To- 
kyo for officers and high ranking DACs. 
,verything that was left standing and usable was taken | 
over by the Occupation Forces and thousands of people 
gathered daily at the Daiichi Building to get a glimpse 
of the supreme commander, Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

Then gradually out of this complete chaos, the wheels 
of progress slowly began to turn. The charcoal burners 
belching clouds of smoke appeared on the streets and 
the mountains of debris began to disappear. The people 
worked silently like beavers and never complained. Trans- 
portation facilities began to move and eggs and vegetables 
began to appear in the little shops. Department stores 
began a modest business and there was work for all to 
do. There was no traffic problem but the problem of sur- 
viving and feeding the family was the daily frightful 
chore. 

No defeated nation has ever made such a speedy come- 
back as has Japan. As you find whatever you want here 
today, do not forget these dreaded days of just a bit over 
a decade ago. Tokyo has grown like a beanstalk in véry 
fertile soil; grown too fast, I suppose, because of the en- 
ergy of her people. This is also the mary of Osaka, Kobe 
and Nagoya. 

No city manager has ever had greater problems to face 
as did Gov. Seiichiro Yasui and the same is true of Gov. 
Ryotaro Azuma today because Tokyo is now the world’s 
largest city! Rome was not built in a day, they say, but 
what Tokyo has done in a decade can never be surpassed. 

What of the next 10 years, you ask? I predict Tokyo 
will, in her own way, solve the modern problems that exist 
for her 10,000,000 people and make it the world’s most 
fabulous city! The world has already recognized this fact 
by offering Tokyo the honor of being the host city for the 
World Olympic Games in 1964. (31)

A Transcendent Pianist 


This is the time for visiting 
foreign _ .anists—in the past 
two weeks the Czech Berna- 
thova and the Franco-American 
Erincourt have brought us their 
gifts, and the next few weeks 
will see the arrival of a Polish 
virtuoso to signalize the “Chop- 
in Year” which opens in Feb- 
ruary. Meanwhile, Pavel Sere- 
bryakov, from the Soviet Union, 
is here to bowl over local key- 
board fanciers with feats of 


scribe Mr.,Serebryakov’s per- 
formances in his first Hibiya 
Hall recital on Friday evening. 
Both Bernathova and Erincourt 
had in succession included the 
“Appassionata” of Beethoven 
with an apparent. solicitude 
to secure the maximum musical 
quality in their i. The 
redoubtable Russian ad no 
such worries; his whole style 
declared that he was out to ex- 
tract at all costs the maximum 
quantity of sound from the 
same instrument. 


Mr. Serebryakov is the type 
of pianist who plays everything 
very intense, very exciting, and 
very brilliant (1 doubt that he 
will succeed in escaping these 
shores before being corralled 
by some local orchestra to give 
us a very tremendous perform- 
ance of the “Emperor” Concer- 
to). This is said with all due 
respect to Mr. Serebryakov’s 
supreme powers for he obvious- 
ly stands alongside the very 
great pianists af our day. He is 
reputed, moreover, to be a 
much esteemed teacher at the 
Leningrad Conservatory as well 
as a member of international 
juries which decide the destinies 
of aspiring virtuosos. 


Mr Serebryakov’s entire pro- 
gram the other evening was 
clearly designed to display 
many different facets of piano- 
forte playing, but, I'm afraid, 
it was stamina and strength 
that won out over consistent 
sensitivity, poetry, and fanciful 
recreation. Of course, it goes 
without saying that he dis- 
played all the fine points 
of keyboard wizardry—his mas- 
tery of precision and accuracy 
under perfect control, his 
steady and firm articulation in 
long runs, his judicious use of 
rubatos and his adjustments of 
tempo and dynamics to secure 
textures and colors. 

His reading of the “Ap 
passignata” Sonata was a bDril- 
liant showpiece of all these vir- 
tues; the drama and tensions 
were all effectively projected by 


manifold felicities of touch and 
expression. The huge audience 
was gripped by the large-scale 
conception of this interpreta- 
tion and the vigor and force 
with which the pianist brought 
out the great climaxes. But the 
music, unfortunately, was pro- 
pelled with such headlong drive 
that left the listener limp rather 
than enchanted. 

And so it went unremittingly 
all evening long, until we were 
brought to the Great Gate of 
Kiev in Mussorgsky’s | “Pictures 
at an Exhibition,” which 
emerged more as a tour de force 
than a leisurely and thoughtful 
promenade through a picture 
gallery. Perhaps, after vel's 
blazing orchestration one 
should pardon pianists seeking 
to reproduce the same panoply 
of glittering colors in the origi- 
nal. It must be said that Mr. 
Serebryakov did sueceed in 
evoking a glow of warm tone- 
colors even in a succession of 
intervening pieces that had 
very little else but glitter to re- 
commend them. 

Several pieces were obviously 
included on the program out of 
dutiful considerations—Yasuji 
Kiyose’s short “Berceuse” for 
Japan; Camargo Guarnieri's 
“Serenade Brasileiro” and the 
devilishly rhythmic “Negro; 
Dance” by the late Oscar Loren- 
zo Fernandez as reminders of 
the pianist’s recent tour of Bra- 
zil; and, from Mr. Serebryakov's 
homeland, Shostakovich’s suite, 
“Dances for Dolls,” a set of 
seven short children’s pieces in 
a light, amusing vein. 

Ravel's “Alborada del 
Gracioso” and the two Chopin 
numbers, the A Minor Mazurka 
(No. 4 of Op. 67) and the C 
sharp Minor Scherzo (No. 3 of 
Op. 39) provided Mr. Serebrya- 
kov moments of relaxation, and, 
in these one found his best 
playing of the evening. There 
was the same bravura and the 
same display of awesome agill- 
ty carried off with splendifer- 
ous flourishes, but Chopin pro- 
vides too many points of con- 
trasts and repose for a pianist 
to disregard recklessly—and at 
such moments Mr. Serebryakov 
manifested that he is also a sen- 
sitive and poetical artist. 

To the thunderous ovation 
accorded him by the capacity 
audience, Mr. Serebryakov res- 
ponded with four encores, 
among which Prokofiev's “Sug- 
gestion diabolique” and Liszt's 
ninth transcendent study, 
“Ricordanza,” carried through 
a final bit of pyrotechnical dis- 


play.

In the eagerness of their desire to create world-wide 
difficulties for the free nations, the Communists appear 
to be losing all sense of proportion as well as any respect 


for the truth they ever had. 


Radio Moscow’s latest prevarication is to accuse Japan 
of plotting the “economic oppression” of Africa. Comment- 


ing on the recent 


conference in 


London of Japanese 


diplomatic representatives from Africa, the radio declared 
that the Japanese diplomats discussed the question of help- 
“Japanese imperialists make themselves more secure 


in the African continent.” 


“The formerly strong positions of the French, Belgian 
and British colonists are rocking under the onslaught of 


the national liberation struggle,” it said. 


“Taking into 


consideration this new political situation, Japanese in- 
dustrial circles wish to take over an equal part of the 
colossal African riches, subject the economy of the young 
independent African states to their influence and so to 
take the place of the former oppressors of the African 


people.” 


It would seem hardly necessary to say more than that 
this statement is as false as it is ridiculous if it were not 
for its revealing character, The Moscow broadcast, beamed 
to Africa, further alleges that the “Japanese Government 
is discussing in Tokyo the economic suppression of Africa 


under the pretense of help.” 


“But,” it adds, “the African 


people are resolute in their desire to rid themselves of 


all exploiters.” 


While Japan’s interest in Africa is concerned with 
increased trade with African countries, be these independent 
or not, we have yet to learn that Japanese trade with 
foreign countries, in whatever part of the world these 
may be situated, is a form of “economic suppression.” 
There is not the slightest proof of anything of the sort, 
and, indeed, Japan does not possess the means to exercise 
“economic suppression” on anyone, even if she had the 


wish to do so. 


What we do believe Radio Moscow’s statement accurate- 
ly reveals is the jealousy—perhaps “hatred” would be a 
more truthful word—entertained in Soviet circles toward 
the success of any economic enterprises by the European 
powers and Japan and the fixed determination to prevent 
any such success wherever possible. 

Taking the special case of Africa we recall that some 
years ago it was prophesied in Moscow that the Western 
powers would find their position in Africa assailed, and 
we think it is quite clear that the reports of recent out- 
breaks of violence in various parts of the continent have 


been received with satisfaction in the Soviet capital. 


To 


shatter the interests of the Western powers in Africa is. 
there as an opportunity too good to be lost in 
the process of building up Soviet world domination. 


The securing of the independence of the African 
peoples in a peaceful and orderly manner, as soon as 
they are politically and economically ready to take care 
of themselves, is a reasonable objective, accepted today, 
we believe, by most of the so-called colonial powers. 

But Moscow’s actions indicate that it is not content 
to leave it to those nations who have African peoples in 
their charge to lead them to a new status. 

It must be admitted that the process of improving the 
condition of the African peoples has been slower than it 
might have been, but anyone who knows Africa knows 
,that the difficulties, attending the bringing in of useful 
changes are immense. People from other continents who 
have gone to live and work in Africa have taken 
of the benefits of civilization there and-it is only fair that 
their interests should be considered together with those 


of the indigenous inhabitants. 


In Japan, we think we can claim that the principle 
of eventual self-determination for all peoples is universally 
accepted, and we do not think that there is anyone in 
this country today who would seek to stand in the way 
of any body of people who have been living under a colonial 


regime seeking by peaceful 
status,

Indeed, there is a studied desire to help them 
economically, not for their suppression as Radio Moscow 
falsely asserts, but because it is believed that international 
trade will benefit as a result of the achievement of greater 
prosperity on the-part of all national communities. 

That principle may be appreciated in Moscow, but 
it is the Communist plan to twist it to serve Communist 
ambitions that are as plain as a pikestaff. 

There is growing evidence, indeed, that the Communist

WASHINGTON — There is 
mounting evidence that both 
political parties and the voters, 
too, will owe a terribly high 
duty to their country to put on 
their lonk pants in this Pres- 
idential election year. 

The Soviet Union's power to 
turn cold-war negotiations to its 
favor is undenjably growing. 
Whether or not its actual 
strength is rising, its propa- 
ganda strength certainly is. The 
West's chance to win, in a sum- 
mit meeting and beyond, is 
declining. 

There will be no chance at 
all unless the West can be 
drawn together in adult unity— 
and unless the core of the alli- 
ance, the United States,@an get 
through the campaign at home 
without tearing itself apart. We 
must not weaken the ability of 
the incoming administration— 
whoever may head it—to act 
decisively and with heavy pub- 
lic support in a profoundly 
dangerous world, 

All these facts are anxiously 
known to the most responsible 
men in both parties. Much 
more than this awareness is 
needed, however, if the country 
is, indeed, going to wear its 
long pants—to take a grown- 
up view of the world of 1960. 

No one supposes the cam- 
paign can be run off without 
some unwise emotionalism. 
But it does not seem too much 
to hope for less automatic and 
trivial partisanship; less per- 
sonal like and dislike as govern- 
ing factors in voting; fewer vot-

ing decisions based on petty 
rsonal prejudice. The grave 
ussian challenge will not be 
subject to wasting weakness of 
this kind. 


Surely, the national problem 
can thus be fairly stated: there 
is special necessity not to 
choose a President on the basis 
of two-bit politics or mere pres- 
sure-group interests, nowever 
decent these interests may ‘be 
in themselves—or on the basis 
of simple personal prejudice. 


The country manifestly will 
need a powerful and able lead- 
er; it is not really important 
whether all of us like him, or 
how he combs his hair. 


This correspondent does not 
presume to say who should be 
elected. He does contend, how- 
ever, that the determining con- 
sideration should not be party 
affiliation or shopworn labels 
like “liberal” or “conservative.” 
Whether we are “Republican” 
or “Democratic” or “liberal” or 
“conservative” will be mean- 
ingless if the Russians are able 
to cast us into the position of a 
second-class power. 


The decision should be solely 
on this question: Who among 
the aspirants could best rep- 
resent the United States and 
keep it strong in a tough and 
infinitely perilous world grow- 
ing ever more perilous? The 
first necessary step is to get rid 
of a series of prejudices against 
almost every leading residential 
possibility so that they may be

‘Concern’ Over Treaty 


To the Editor: 


Kazushige Hirasawa’'s article 
on Japan's “loss of confidence” 
in international dealings since 
losing the war (Jan. 22) poses 
the Security Treaty as a case 
in point. I wish to take issue 
with Mr. Hirasawa on whether 
legitimate Japanese “concern” 
over the treaty need be traced 
to this psychological effect. 


The immediate danger that 
necessitated the treaty is Com- 
munist China, which today is 
militarily strong expansive, and 
—compbpared with her more ma- 
ture and sophisticated sister- 
state, the USSR—reckless. 


Leaving aside the question of 
an outright attack on Japan 
only, what would be required 
of U.S. forces in Japan should 
Communist China decide on 
military expansion in Korea, 
the Taiwanese Straits or South- 
east Asia? 


The only mobile U.S. land 
force in the Far East is the Ma- 
rine division on Okinawa. How- 
ever, their supporting Marine 
air wing is stationed in Japan 
and the two operate together. 
Should the Marine division be 
engaged in the Talwanese 
Straits or in Southeast Asia for 
more than a week or two, it is 
certain the wing would join 
them. It may also be recalled 
that the Marine wing was mov- 
ed to Taiwan in the fall of 1958, 
when the off-shore crisis threat- 
ened, even though the Marine 
division was not deployed. 


If the U.S. Navy were involv- 
ed anywhere in the Far East, 
their two stations in Japan 
would by necessity become maj- 
or military bases concerned 
with the U.S. offense or de- 
fense. 


If the U.S. Army were eng: 
aged in Korea, the U.S. Air 
Force ground support units in 
Japan would either have to 
move to Korea or fly sorties 
from Japan, 

In short, a cursory study of 
US. deployment in the Far 
East shows that the U.S. forces 
in Japan are not stationed here 
simply to defend Japan. They 
are stationed here to defend the 
Far Hast, which means they are 
here primarily to deter and re- 


Economic Outlook . 


The Cabinet yesterday ap- 
proved the Government’s econo- 
mic forecast and basic policy to- 
ward management of the -na- 
tion’s economy in fiscal 1960. 
Compared with that approved 
by the Cabinet last October, the 
latest forecast fails to contain 
any warning against possible 
excessive economic expansion. 
Instead the report is highly 
optimistic, predicting that dur- 
ing the coming fiscal year the 
economy will show a steadily 
rising curve.

The Agricultural.Policy Coun- 
cil of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade has been 
meeting in Geneva this week to 
examine the agricultural protec- 
tion policies adopted by advanc- 
ed nations.

The de facto “wishes” of Ja- 
pan today, as.represented by its 
Government and, if the Diet 
ratifies the treaty, by the people, 
are consonant with what Pres- 
ident Eisenhower said and what 
in fact would be done in case 
of Chinese aggression. 


-lowever, should the de 
facto “wishes” change, the de 
jure “consult,” and not “con- 
sent,” written into the treaty 
will persist and the U.S. will 
deploy its forces from Japan 
as her strategy dictates. From 
the U.S. point of view, it could 
not be otherwise. But for 
Japan, there is no legal rejoinder 
to hinder such a deployment. 


Any “fears” about the treaty 
Japan has, then, need not be 
traced to a “loss of confidence”

Hopes of New Democratic Socialists 


The Democratic Socialist 
Party, born Sunday with Sue- 
hiro Nishio as its head, has high 
hopes of surging ahead as a 
major political party in Japan. 

Nishio, for instance, is confi- 
dent his party can take over 
the administration within five 
years, and some members of the 
party insisted. that. Nishio 
should demand a private office 
in the Diet Building. 

After some heated argument, 
the party refrained from mak- 
ing a formal demand to that ef- 
fect because it has now only 54 
seats in the legislature. 

But its leaders said they 
would demand dissolution of the 
forthcoming Diet, acquire at 
least 50 seats in the House of 
Representatives in the ensuing 
general elections, and then 
openly demand a room for Ni- 
shio. 

Nishio was formerly known 
as a realistic politician. Now, 
he and his party are obviously 
indulging in wishful dreams. 

> > > 

Should the Democratic So- 
cialist Party be termed as a 
“rising power,” the Socialist 
Party would be literally a “deéc- 
lining party.” Chairman Mosa- 
buro Suzuki and other execu- 
tive members of the main cur- 
rent faction of the - Socialist 
Party appear to be confident, at 
least on the surface, of the fail- 
ure of the new DSP. They say, 
“The current DSP boom will 
last only for a short period. The 
party will no doubt have to face 
a serious blow in the case of 
election as a minor party.” 

Contrary to their high sound- 
ing assault on the DSP, they 
are gravely concerned deep in 
their hearts about the growing 
popularity of the new party, 
because of the open threat by 
the intraparty right-wing Kawa- 
kami faction against the main 
current faction. 

The Kawakami faction, head- 
ed by adviser Jotaro Kawakami 
has demanded resignation of 
Suzuki and Secretary General

Inejiro Asanuma at the coming 
March party convention, at the 
risk of mass secession of Kawa- 
kami faction members from the 
party. 

The Kawakami faction has de- 
clared that it will quit the party 
to form a new Socialist Party 
headed by Kawakami himself, 
if the demand is turned down. 

The imtraparty bickering” is 
feared to develop further unless 
the main current faction prom- 
ise the proposed resignation of 
Suzuki and Asanuma. With 
serious trouble inside the party, 
the Socialist Patty will find it 
diffitult to harass the Kishi 
Cabinet in the planned campaign 
against the ratification of the 
new Japan-U.S. Security Treaty.

The Socialist Party's Central 
Committee held a two-day meet- 
ing Monday and yesterday but 
the Kawakami faction did not 
take up its demand for the re- 
signation of Suzuki and Asa- 
numa.

Russians 
In India

NEW DELHI—kKlimenty Efremovich Voroshilov, Bolshevik 
since 1903, comrade of Lenin, ally of Stalin in his struggles with 
both right and left deviationists, Stalin’s ‘nstrument in his mur- 
der of Tukhachevsky, marshal and purger of the Russian army, 
Khrushchev’s puppet as head of the Russian state, arrived Jan. 
20 in New Delhi as a messenger of peace and goodwill to India. 


He will be here during Republic Day on Jan. 26, which 
means he is assured of an immense captive audience. He will 
be traveling, in India on Feb. 1 when theyKerala elections will 
decide whether that state will return the Communists to power. 
He will go to Nepal, an Indian neighbor in whom the Russians 
have been showing great recent interest. 


A few days after he leaves, Khrushchev himself will arrive 
for four days to have private conversations with Nehru on his 
way to Indonesia. Thus soon after the American presence, in 
the form of President Eisenhower's visit, the Russian presence 
will be felt in India for a stretch of almost four weeks. 


From India’s standpoint this torrent of Russian visitors may 
prove a mixed blessing. Nehru is playing his Chinese policy 
deadpan, distributing his hospitality to Americans and Russians 
alike and thus showing China that even without great military 
power India has the support of America and certainly the genial 
neutrality of China’s own Russian ally. 


The ingredient which makes the blessing mixed is the fact 
that Khrushchev is also playing it deadpan. He has been trying 
to moderate Chinese pressures on India. But he is also giving 
China technical and economic aid. 


Moreover, if the American intelligence report is true—that 
China may have rocket satellites in two years—they will have 
been built with Russian technical experience and instruments. 
Thus Indian factories equipped with steel from the Russian-built 
steel plant at Bhilai may ultimately be at the mercy of Chinese 
missiles made possible by Russian aid. 


That is one of the contradictions of current history. Another 
is the fact that while democratic orators are busy declaiming 
against the foul methods of the Keralese Communists, Nehru 
will be exchanging festive and fraternal compliments with the 
head of state of the Communist motherland and the fountain 
of Communist propaganda and tactics. 


If anyone thinks this will not affect the Keralese elections 
he ought to have his head examined for softness. My own 
hunch—before I go down to Kerala myself—is that the Commu- 
nists will make a surprisingly good showing. Some of the British 
sources’ here are even unofficially predicting that they will win. 


Nehru’'s tactic in this difficult position is theoretically astute. 
His often expressed view is that the Chinese aggressor is not 
acting as a Communist power system but as a traditional Chinese 
nation. He is thus saying that while China as such is malignant 
it ain’t necessarily true about communism—in fact it may even 
be benign, as in the Russian case. 


Unfortunately neither the Chinese nor the Russians have 
assented to this theory. Nor would Congress and Socialist Party 
workers sweating away in Kerala, arguing that a Communist 
state is inherently dangerous and evil, be likely to use the Nehru 
position as their text. 


His interesting intellectual distinction between China and 
communism is scarcely a practical one. 


What can we make of the Russian aim? True, they are sup- 
porting India’s industrial growth, chiefly with the big steel mills 
just completed at Bhilai. They’are committing even increased 
aid to India’s third five-year plan. The Indian Cabinet recently 
made a series of urgent decisions about the plan in order to 
nail down these Russian commitments, including help for a 
machine tool industry. 


Yet Marxist theorists continue to regard India as the next 
great arena in world history in which a major class struggle 
will be enacted, with a good chance that India after Nehru will 
go Communist. Thus while the Chinese threaten India the Rus- 
sians woo it and are helping build an economy which they believe 
will weaken and buckle in time and which they hope will then 
be taken over for communism. 


And Nehru? He too can play this complex game with some 
subtlety. Yet he is constantly prone to read the motives of 
India’s enemies and rivals teo optimistically. Once he believed 
that China would long remain a benign neighbor and friend. 
Now in his disillusioned recoil from this illusion he is in danger 
of being stuck with another. He seems to believe that the Rus- 
sians mean well for India, and that they have surrendered Lenin's 
old dream of a Communist imperium which would include Russia, 
India and China, and would stretch as a solid land mass from 
the Black Sea to Japanese waters.
